Lieu­ 
tenant General Ira Eaker’s b omb ­

USEFUL SWAMPS 
C 
ANADIANS are coming to realize that 
lakes and swamps, no less than forests 
and minerals, are natural resources. So 
there are increasing efforts made to stop 
draining them for agricultural use and pre­ 
serve them for their own value. This move­ 
ment is likely to attract more attention 
from Americans, who have shown even 
more hostility toward swamps than the 
Canadians have. 
Many Americans are familiar with the 
Georgian Bay region of Ontario, from 
hunting and fishing trips and a quest for 
mid-Summer coolness. It is the gateway to 
one of the most famous sportsmen’s para­ 
dises on tile continent, with thousands of 
small lakes and marshes. Lately there has 
b een a growing tendency to drain the 
marshes and use their rich soil for farm­ 
ing purposes. Such procedure, carried to 
extremes, would naturally drive away the 
wild life, and also the tourists and sports­ 
men. The latter, supported b y govern­ 
mental conservationists, have started fight­ 
ing tile agricultural encroachment, and in­ 
sist on preserving the land and water as 
nature made them. 
“Nature has b een lavish with us,” says 
a naturalist. “\\ e should heed the warning 
to conserve b efore it is too late. Man-made 
lakes cost huge sums of money, and lack 
the b eauty and useful resources of the na­ 
tural kind. Let us waken to our heritage 
and insist that the drainage of the lakes 
and b anishment of wild life b e halted.” 
Thousands of Americans, learning of this 
et I ort, will wish they had shown such fore 
sight. 


BASEBALL HOLD-OUTS 
COMETH1NG that the b aseb all world did 
not expect this Spring has b een an in- 
c i ease in hold-outs. Ballplayers who were 
not in the armed services, it was thought, 
would not call unnecessary attention to 
their good fortune b y pub licly demanding 
more money.

PARACHUTE INVESTIGATION 
Last w’eek the Washington Merry-Go 
Bound revealed that the parachute now 
b eing used b y American fliers was danger 
ous compared with the British single-re­ 
lease type and that Brigadier General 
New’ton Longfellow of the U. S. Eighth Air 
Force in England had cab led Washington 
that anything b ut a quick release harness 
is murderous.” 
Today, this column can further reveal 
that the Justice department and Army Air 
Forces are moving in on this situation rap- 
idly, and that one employee at Wright 
Field, Dayton, Ohio, who was connected 
with the procurement of parachutes, is un­ 
der investigation. He has resigned from 
W right Field under pressure. 
Also the air forces have recently or­ 
dered 2,500 of the single-release British 
type of parachute. This permits the flier 
to free himself of the ’chute immediately 
after he lands, thus avoiding the danger 
of b eing dragged along the ground or if he 
lands in water, of drowning. 
The parachute used in most army 
planes has three release points. This means 
that, when a paratrooper hits the ground, 
he has to release the harness at three dif­ 
ferent points and, if he fumb les on one of 
them, he cannot get free at all. 
One army explanation for using this 
type of parachute is that a flier sits on it, 
so that it takes up no room in the cramped 
quarters of the plane. The British type of 
parachute (originally developed in this 
country) gets in the way when the flier is 
seated in his plane. 
Nevertheless, U. S. fliers value the 
single release so highly that almost every 
American aviator arriving in England tries 
to b eg, b orrow or steal a parachute of the 
British type. 
Note 
The 2,500 new single-release 
parachutes recently ordered are only a 
start compared with the approximately 
3o0,000 fliers in the air forces. 


LAFF-A-DAY 


WASHINGTON — Much-loved octogen­ 
arian Senator Garter Glass received a 
visit recently from his old friend Jim Far­ 
ley. The Virginia statesman, who has 
sen ed in the house, the senate and as sec­ 
retary of the treasury for almost half a 
century, is not in good health b ut, in pa­ 
jamas and b athrob e, received Farley. 
In the senator’s lap, as he talked, was 
a letter on White House stationery. Jim 
Farley could not help b ut notice the sta­ 
tionery, b ut naturally did not try to pry 
into the contents of the letter. 
It was from Jim’s one-time friend and 
chief, Franklin Roosevelt. And it was on a 
sub ject regarding which Jim and Carter 
Glass vigorously disagree—the tax veto. 
After the President had vetoed the tax 
b ill, with consequent Barkley fireworks, 
Senator Glass phoned the White House. 
“Tell the President,” he told Jimmy 
Byrnes, 
that he not only had the consti­ 
tutional right to veto the tax b ill, b ut it was 
his constitutional duty to veto a b ill as in­ 
adequate as this one.” 
In reply, the President w’rote a w’arm 
letter of thanks to the 84-year-old senator. 
This was the letter which lay in Glass’ lap 
when Jim Farley called.

contours, leaving aside the deUiled 
growth of such structures as teeth, 
hair, eyes, genitals and viscera. 
If a human b eing grew to ma­ 
turity mainUining the proportions 
of the b ab y we would regard him 
as a monster—all head and b elly, 
little chest, stub b y arms and legs. 
It looks all right in a b ab y b e­ 
cause it is natural. The b ab y’s 
head is b ig b ecause the b rain cells 
are all laid down. They are not 
connected up yet, b ut they are all 
there and never will b e added to 
or replaced. They are so precious 
that Nature is going 
to b uild a 
thick, solid, b ony b ox around them 
to protect them. It protects the 
b rain, b ut it also keeps it from 
growing, so it all has to 
be there 
in the first place. 
The head in developing from 
b ab y to adult proportions in­ 
creases twice its size, the trunk 
three times, the arms four times 
and the legs six times. 
Most of the growth of the head 
is in the face, not the b rain case. 
The proportions of the b ab y’* 
head are from the eyeb rows up— 
a; from the eyeb rows to chin—2. 
The adults are just reversed: from 
eyeb rows to vertex—2; from eye- 
b rows to chin—3. 
The trunk grows mostly at the 
expense of the ab domen. The b ab y 
is pot-b ellied with a tiny chest, 
and this is another perfectly nat- 
nral provision b ecause the abdo­ 
men has all the digestive organs 
in it, and the b ab y must eat and 
digest an enormous amount of 
b uilding material for the rapid 
growth of the early years of life. 
The b ab y does not have to hav e 
a very large heart b ecause it 
hasn,t such a large area to driv e 
b lood over. Nor do a b ab y’s activ­ 
ities require such rapid ehangee 
in the amounts of oxygen, so the 
chest which contains heart 
and 
lungs is proportionately small. 
The arms and legs remain short 


until muscular development b e­ 
gins and the requirements of 
walking and holding, picking up 
and putting down come to the 
fore. 
Nature can usually b e depended 
upon to do a good job of this in­ 
tricate process of development, 
out all too often something goes 
wrong and there is a dispropor­ 
tionate adult. Some artificial aid 
is needed. I am particularly im­ 
pressed with the need for direct­ 
ing good posture, b oth from the 
aesthetic 
and 
hygienic 
stand­ 
points. The growing child can b e 
aught to stand straight and walk 
ftta.ght and to sit, if not always 
necessarily straight, at least in 
positions which do not lead to 
permanent deformities. 
Passive exercises such as the 
following in b ab yhood help nor­ 
mal development: 
Exercise I. Leg muscles. With 
the infant on his b ack, the moth­ 
er s hands are placed ab out the 
soles of the feet; the legs are 
pushed up until the b ent knees 
press gently against the ab domen; 
then the legs are straightened and 
returned to the tab le. 
®**rcise 2. Back Muscles. With 
the infant on his b ack, the legs 
are grasped ab ove the ankles and 
raised to right angles at the hips; 
then the feet are b rought to the 
race and returned to the tab le.

The Ohio supreme court held in 
effect yesterday that life insur­ 
ance 
firms were not liable 
for 
double 
indemnity in accidental 
deaths of insured persona in the 
armed forces, even though on fur­ 
lough, provided policies carry spe­ 
cific 
war 
service 
exemption 
clauses. 
The court refused to review an 
appeal by Mrs. Amanda M. Bend­ 
ing of Newark, against the Metro­ 


politan Life Insurance Co., which 
had issued a $1000 policy to her 
son, Robert L. Bending, who was 
inducted in 1942. 
While stationed at Fort Bliss, 
Texas last year, Bending was 
granted a two-day furlough and 
plunged to his death, from an El 
Paso. 
Texas hotel window. 
His 
mother brought action for double 
indemnity payment but the Lick­ 
ing county common pleas court 
held for the company and the de­ 
cision was affirmed by the appel­ 
late court. The supreme court ac­ 
tion followed.

ANADIANS are coming to realize that 
lakes and swamps, no less than forests 
Mid minerals, are natural resources. So 
there are increasing efforts made to stop 
draining them for agricultural use and pre­ 
serve them for their own value. This move­ 
ment is likely to attract more attention 
from Americans, who have shown even 
more hostility toward swamps than the 
Canadians have. 
Many Americans are familiar with the 
Georgian Bay region of Ontario, from 
hunting and fishing trips and a quest for 
mid-Summer coolness. It is the gateway to 
one of the most famous sportsmen’s para­ 
dises on tile continent, with thousands of 
small lakes and marshes. Lately there has 
been a growing tendency to drain the 
marshes and use their rich soil for farm­ 
ing purposes. Such procedure, carried to 
extremes, would naturally drive away the 
w ild life, and also the tourists and sports­ 
men. The latter, supported by govern­ 
mental conservationists, have started fights 
ing tile agricultural encroachment, ant in­ 
sist on preserving the land and water as 
nature made them. 
“Nature has been lavish with us,” says 
a naturalist. “We should heed the warning 
to conserve before it is too late. Man-made 
lakes cost huge sums of money, and lack 
the beauty and useful resources of the na­ 
tural kind. Let us waken to our heritage 
and insist that the drainage of the lakes 
and banishment of wild life be halted.” 
Thousands of Americans, learning of this 
effort, will wish they had shown such fore­ 
sight.

GETS LETTER FROM PRESIDENT 
W 
ASHINGTON —- Much-loved octogen­ 
arian Senator Carter Glass received a 
visit recently from his old friend Jim Far­ 
ley. The Virginia statesman, w'ho has 
served in the house, the senate and as sec­ 
retary of the treasury for almost half a 
century, is not in good health but, in pa­ 
jamas and bathrobe, received Farley. 
In the senator’s lap, as he talked, was 
a letter on White House stationery. Jim 
Farley could not help but notice the sta­ 
tionery# hut naturally did not try to pry 
into the contents of the letter. 
It wras from Jim’s one-time friend and 
chief, Franklin Roosevelt. And it was on a 
subject regarding w’hich Jim and Carter 
Glass vigorously disagree— the tax veto. 
After the President had vetoed the tax 
bill, with consequent Barkley fireworks, 
Senator Glass phoned the White House. 
“Tell the President,” he told Jimmy 
Byrnes, “that he not only had the consti­ 
tutional right to veto the tax bill, but it was 
his constitutional duty to veto a bill as in­ 
adequate as this one.” 
In reply, the President wrote a w’arm 
letter of thanks to the 84-year-old senator. 
This was the letter which lay in Glass’ lap 
when Jim Farley called.

PARACHUTE INVESTIGATION 
Last w’eek the Washington Merry-Go- 
Round revealed that the parachute now’ 
being used by American fliers was danger­ 
ous compared with the British single-re­ 
lease type and that Brigadier General 
Newton Longfellow of the U. S. Eighth Air 
Force in England had cabled Washington 
that “anything but a quick release harness 
is murderous.” 
Today, this column can further reveal 
that the Justice department and Army Air 
Forces are moving in on this situation rap­ 
idly, and that one employee at Wright 
Field, Dayton, Ohio, who w’as connected 
w ith the procurement of parachutes, is un­ 
der investigation. He has resigned from 
Wright Field under pressure. 
Also the air forces have recently or­ 
dered 2,500 of the single-release British 
type of parachute. This permits the flier 
to free himself of the 'chute immediately 
after he lands, thus avoiding the danger 
of being dragged along the ground or if he 
lands in water, of drow ning. 
The parachute used in most army 
planes has three release points. This means 
that, when a paratrooper hits the ground, 
he has to release the harness at three dif­ 
ferent points and, if he fumbles on one of 
them, he cannot get free at all. 
One army explanation for using this 
type of parachute is that a flier sits on it, 
so that it takes up no room in the cramped 
quarters of the plane. The British type of 
parachute (originally developed in this 
country) gets in the way when the flier is 
seated in his plane. 
Nevertheless, U. S. fliers value the 
single release so highly that almost every 
American aviator arriving in England tries 
to beg, borrow or steal a parachute of the 
British type. 
Note—The 2,500 new single-release 
parachutes recently ordered are only a 
start compared with the approximately 
350,000 fliers in the air forces.

Proportions Change 
As Child Grows

THE TRANSFORMATION of 
the human body from the proper* 
tions of the baby to that of the 
adult is a very remarkable study 
in archetonics. I mean the general

contours, leaving aside the detailed 
growth of such structures as tetth, 
hair, eyes, genitals and viscera. 
lf a human being grew to ma­ 
turity maintaining the proportion* 
of the baby we would regard him 
as a monster—all head and belly, 
little chest, stubby arms and legs. 
It looks all right in a baby be­ 
cause it is natural. The baby’s 
head is big because the brain cells 
are all laid down. They are not 
connected up yet, but they are all 
there and never will be added to 
or replaced. They ar# so precious 
that Nature is going to build a 
thick, solid, bony box around them 
to protect them. It protects the 
brain, but it also keeps it from 
growing, so it all has to b« ther# 
in the first place. 
The head in developing from 
baby to adult proportions in­ 
creases twice its size, the trunk 
three times, the arms four times 
and the legs six times. 
Most of the growth of the head 
Is in the face, not the brain case. 
The proportions of the baby’s 
head are from the eyebrows up— 
3; from the eyebrows to chin—Z 
The adults are just reversed: from 
eyebrows to vertex—2; from eye­ 
brows to chin—3. 
The trunk grows mostly at the 
expense of the abdomen. The baby 
is pot-bellied with a tiny chest, 
and this is another perfectly nat­ 
ural provision because the abdo­ 
men has all the digestive organs 
in it, and the baby must eat and 
digest an enormous amount of 
building material for the rapid 
growth of the early year# of life. 
The beby does not have to have 
a very large heart because it 
hasn’t inch a large area to drive 
blood over. Nor do a baby’s activ­ 
ities require such rapid change# 
in the amounts of oxygen, to the 
chest which contains heart and 
tongs is proportionately small. 
The arms and legs remain short 


until muscular development be­ 
gins and the requirements of 
walking and holding, picking up 
and putting down come to the 
fore. 
Nature can usually bt depended 
upon to do a good job of this in­ 
tricate process of development, 
but all too often something goes 
wrong and there is a dispropor­ 
tionate adult Some artificial aid 
is needed. I am particularly im­ 
pressed with the need for direct­ 
ing good posture, both from th# 
aesthetic 
and 
hygienic 
stand­ 
points. The growing child can be 
taught to stand straight and walk 
straight and to sit, if not alway* 
necessarily straight, at least in 
positions which do not lead to 
permanent deformities. 
Passive exercises such as th# 
following in babyhood help nor­ 
mal development: 
Exercise I. Leg muscles. With 
the infant on his back, the moth­ 
er’s hands are placed about the 
soles of the feet; the legs are 
pushed up until the bent knee# 
press gently against the abdomen; 
then the legs are straightened and 
returned to the table. 
Exercise 2. Back Muscles. With 
the infant on his back, the legs 
are grasped above the ankles and 
raised to right angles at the hips; 
then the feet are brought to the 
face and returned to the table.
